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It is a generally acknowledged fact, even by non-Catholics, 
that the late Dr. Brownson was one of the deepest thinkers and 
most powerful Writers that America has ever produced. His 
Review is a mine of erudition, but, owing to the want of an 
Index, is not as accessible as it might be. To supply, in a meas- 
ure, this want, is the object of the present Index. 

This Index is only a general one ; it is made up from the 
table of contents given in each issue of the Beyiew, with such 
amendments as were found necessary; as far as it goes, we 
think it is as comprehensive as it could well be made, and no 
pains have been spared to have it correct. 

It would have pleased us to carry out the suggestion of a 

thoughtful &iend, to furnish the titles of all the books noticed 

under the general heading of Literary Notices, had we not 

found that many of these works were not reviewed, but simply 

acknowledged. Besides, as we have said, our aim was not to 
make an elaborate Index. The delay in completing our work, 

for which we beg to be excused, has been necessitated by 

illness. 

The following notice, which appeared in a recent issue of 
the Ave Maria, will be read with interest by the friends and 
admirers of Dr. Brownson everywhere :

F. Brownson, of Detroit, contemplates publishing, as soon as 
may be, the complete works of his illustrious and lamented 
father.

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the BeyieWi and for many years an associate with his father 
in the management of it. It is no slight praise of Mr. Brown- 
son to say that a number of papers written by himself, were 
attributed to the learned Doctor, by persons familiar with his 
writings for many years.

Brownson has completed arrangements for publication, and 
that, before long, Catholic readers may have at their command 
the writings of one whose services to the cause of our holy 
religion can scarcely be over-estimated."
